DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 17-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Saini) fails to teach or fairly suggest having a single light path along which 
multiple detection fields and multiple radiation receivers are disposed, wherein each 
detection field has one radiation receiver associated therewith and each radiation 
receiver is operative for detecting only the luminescence radiation sent out by the 
detection field associated therewith; and a semiconductor chip having each detection 
field associated with one radiation receiver, each radiation receiver operative for 
detecting only the luminescence radiation sent out by the detection field associated 
therewith, in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed 
invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
